At Helsinki Nixon is moving toward another sort of 
realism. The overriding, operative fact—though hereto­ 
fore no leader in either the United States or Russia has 
dared to stress it—is that we two great nuclear powers are 
in a condition of practical parity. 
We may in truth still have, as some of our experts be­ 
lieve, a nuclear edge over Moscow. But it matters no more 
than if the Soviets nad a modest margin over us.

Not just Nixon but many U.S. leaders have known this 
elemental fact for a long time, yet most have felt com­ 
pelled to talk of maintaining or restoring “superiority” in 
nuclear arms as if by that means some special safety 
could be attained.

“At Helsinki we are going to the very heart of the image 
on which free world security has been built. . . .

In the American political realm, the turn toward nuclear 
realism began earlier this year when the President, who 
had campaigned in 1968 on a promise of nuclear superi­ 
ority, substituted the word “sufficiency”—meaning enough 
nuclear might to deter the Soviet Union from striking. 
There is an even tougher matter at stake. Though we 
and the Russians enjoy practical nuclear parity, our high­ 
ly sophisticated nuclear weapons systems are distinctively 
individual.

Are in Our Living Rooms

It was always the other side that committed the massa­ 
cres, slaughtered the innocent, shot prisoners and tortured 
captives. We were the good guys and they were the go­ 
rillas; they were the enemy Japanese, the heartless Ger­ 
mans, the unsmiling Russians. 
So we added the Viet Cong and the North Vietnamese and 
the Red Chinese as deserving any losses they suffered. 
Some of us had read the atrocity stories of the Civil War 
but that all blended into American history and who could 
find fault when it was often a shoot-out between West Point 
classmates? 
Then along comes the alleged slaughter at Song My. All 
the shame and sorrow and horror of Vietnam seemed to 
settle on this tiny hamlet. This community had been sym­ 
pathetic to the Viet Cong. They had resisted “pacifica­ 
tion.” They were expendable. 
And now that the participants have started to tell their 
stories (Were they asked not to tell them earlier?), there 
is the shock and the fear that it could be the first of other 
similar chapters in the tragedy of Vietnam. 
As a people with a sense of justice and decency, we 
should be careful not to overreact to the leadership of Lt. 
William L. Calley Jr., the platoon leader charged with 
murder. Or shall we permit our revulsion to so surround 
him that he becomes an ideal scapegoat for the shame of 
Vietnam? 
As terrible and inhuman as this event at Song My may 
be, it still is the price that a nation must pay for its mis­ 
calculations and folly. You can’t separate events from war 
and say it was a clean, honorable light if this thing hadn’t 
happened. When you go to war, you have to take the bru­ 
talities, the innocent slaughter, the deceits of leadership 
and the lying of the military. 
We can be blunt about this because most of America 
wants out of Vietnam. It wants the truth more than phony 
arogress reports, history according to the State Depart­ 
ment and lectures on free elections from Saigon. 
Something more may come out of this sad story. It may 
be the realization that the people in the living rooms of 
America are the final victims of this Asian conflict. We are 
the ones who have paid the costs for this war. We accepted 
the slogans, allowed the military a free hand and blunted 
our ethical sensitivity. 
And if anything good has come out of this shabby story 
of Song My, it is the tenacious honesty of young veterans 
and servicemen who have come forward as witnesses to 
the truth. How strange that a people who perhaps have no 
Anne Franks to keep a diary in Hue, no Hemingways to 
write from Hanoi, no Dietrich Bonhoeffers to send letters 
from My Lai do have representation in the moral history 
of man through American infantrymen and helicopter pi­ 
lots who are now speaking fearlessly.

Of Nixon at Helsinki

WASHINGTON I NEA) 
There is a strong bond between President Nixon’s July 
25 call at Guam for a lowered U.S. profile around the 
world, and the things our “arms limitation’’ team at Hel­ 
sinki seems ready to negotiate with the Soviet Union on 
nuclear weapons. 
At Guam the President ventured one kind of new real­ 
ism, rooted in awareness we are over-represented in many 
parts of the earth, underscored by widening popular dis­ 
taste for distant military involvements like Vietnam— 
which a majority once could believe were linked to our 
and the free world’s survival. 
At Helsinki Nixon is moving toward another sort of 
realism. The overriding, operative fact—though hereto­ 
fore no leader in either the United States or Russia has 
dared to stress it—is that we two great nuclear powers are 
in a condition of practical parity. 
We may in truth still have, as some of our experts be­ 
lieve, a nuclear edge over Moscow. But it matters no more 
than if the Soviets had a modest margin over us. 
The decisive point is that each nation has sufficient nu­ 
clear strength to crush the other even if it is hit by a sur­ 
prise first strike. 
Not just Nixon but many U.S. leaders have known this 
elemental fact for a long time, yet most have felt com­ 
pelled to talk of maintaining or restoring “superiority'’ in 
nuclear arms as if by that means some special safety 
could be attained. 
As one high U.S. official puts it: 
“At Helsinki we are going to the very heart of the image 
on which free world security has been built. 
. . Whatever 
is done there (assuming an agreement) is going to shake 
that im age.” 
In the American political realm, the turn toward nuclear

It w as alw ays the other side that com m itted the m assa­ 
cres, slaughtered the innocent, shot prisoners and tortured 
captives. We were the good guys and they w ere the go­ 
rillas; they were the enem y Japanese, the heartless Ger­ 
mans, the unsm iling Russians. 
So we added the Viet Cong and the North V ietnam ese and 
the Red Chinese as deserving any losses they suffered. 
Some of us had read the atrocity stories of the Civil War 
but that all blended into American history and who could 
find fault when it was often a shoot-out between West Point 
classm ates? 
Then along com es the alleged slaughter at Song My. All 
the sham e and sorrow and horror of Vietnam seem ed to 
settle on this tiny hamlet. This com m unity had been sym ­ 
pathetic to the Viet Cong. They had resisted “ pacifica­ 
tion.” They were expendable. 
And now that the participants have started to tell their 
stones (Were they asked not to tell them earlier?), there 
is the shock and the fear that it could be the first of other 
sim ilar chapters in the tragedy of Vietnam. 
As a people with a sense of justice and decency, we 
should be careful not to overreact to the leadership of Lt. 
William L. Calley Jr., the platoon leader charged with 
murder. Or shall we permit our revulsion to so surround 
him that he becom es an ideal scapegoat for the sham e of 
Vietnam? 
As terrible and inhuman as this event at Song My may 
be, it still is the price that a nation must pay for its m is­ 
calculations and folly. You can’t separate events from war 
and say it w as a clean, honorable fight if this thing hadn’t 
happened. When you go to war. you have to take the bru­ 
talities, the innocent slaughter, the deceits of leadership 
and the lying of the m ilitary. 
We can be blunt about this because most of America 
wants out of Vietnam. It wants the truth more than phony 
progress reports, history according to the State Depart­ 
ment and lectures on free elections from Saigon. 
Something more may com e out of this sad story. It may 
be the realization that the people in the living rooms of 
America are the final victim s of this Asian conflict. We are 
the ones who have paid the costs for this war. We accepted 
the slogans, allowed the m ilitary a free hand and blunted 
our ethical sensitivity. 
And if anything good has com e out of this shabby story 
of Song My, it is the tenacious honesty of young veterans 
and servicem en who have com e forward as w itnesses to 
the truth. How strange that a people who perhaps have no 
Anne Franks to keep a diary in Hue. no Hem ingways to 
write from Hanoi, no Dietrich Bonhoeffers to send letters 
from My Lai do have representation in the moral history 
of man through Am erican infantrymen and helicopter pi­ 
lots who are now speaking fearlessly.

handle Making Creative 


I ndertakinji for Christmas 


PORTAGEVILLE - Candle-

one 
of the most 
creative and rewarding projects 
th at you can undertake. Y ou’ll 
be pleasantly surprised at how 
easy it is, even with no previous 
experience, to turn out beautiful 
and unusual candles. Candles are 
popular 
as 
gifts 
for 
many 
occasions. Candles lend an air of 
encnantm ent to your home at 
any tim e of year. Candles make 
holidays so much more festive. 
Here are some instructions 
for making candles. 
You will need paraffin, a 
double boiler or pan, a stick, 
som e 
tape, heavy cord, glue, 
m olds, trimmings and dye. 
Molds 
for 
large 
candles 
include 
soup cans, cardboard 
milk 
cartons, 
cottage 
cheese 
cartons, juice cans, or plastic 
bottles. Molds for little candles 
include muffin tins, paper cups, 
gelatin molds, and small cans. 
Melt the paraffin in a double 
boiler or in a coffee can set in a 


pan of hot water. Never melt 
paraffin over direct heat as the 
wax is inflammable. Always melt 
it over hot water, being sure the 
water container never boils dry. 
Never fill the container too full 
as spills can be dangerous. To 
avoid air bubbles in candles do 
not pour from a height of more 
than one or two inches. 
To insert the wick in large 
candles, punch a small hole in 
the center of the bottom of the 
mold no larger than the cord and 
run the cord through the hole 
and up through the mold, tying 
the end to a pencil or stick. 
Place the pencil across the top of 
the mold turn the mold over and 
pull the cord tight, knotting the 
end of the cord and taping it 
securely 
to the bottom with 
adhesive or cellophane tape. An 
old candle set in the mold makes 
an excellent wick. 
When using a small mold, cut 
the wick an inch longer than the 
depth of the mold dip it into the

To remove candles from their 
molds remove the type holding 
the wicks from the bottom of 
the large molds. Just peel off the 
paper molds. Dip metal molds 
quickly in very hot water to 
loosen and then shake out the 
candle.

Candles can be made to look

adding 
dye 
to 
the 
melted 
paraffin, 
sequins, 
glitter, 
or 
“ frost” a candle by spreading, 
whipped wjfx down the sides of 
the candle. Make lacy candles by 
filling a milk container with 
small ice chunks and pouring 
m e lte d 
paraffin 
into 
the 
mold. 
To make a candle with a 
twist, pour melted paraffin into 
a quart milk container. When 
cooled, but still pliable, remove 
the mold, use both hands and 
twis the candle. 
To make a candle in a glass, 
or 
goblet 
(thick 
glass 
three 
quarters full of melted paraffin 
that has been cooled. Insert the 
wax- 
dipped 
wick 
after 
the 
parrafin begins to harden. 
Y ou’ll 
find that Christmas 
candles make a creative gift. So 
let there be light- with candles.

“ Oceanography is perhaps at 
the same stage now as aviation 
was when my father went into 
it,” he said. 


The younger Lindbergh, a 
pioneer in m an’s quest to live 
beneath the sea, is director of 
Ocean 
Systems 
Inc., 
Seattle, 
Wash. 
He doesn’t envision any 
s p e c ta c u la r 
o c e a n o g ra p h ic 
breakthroughs during the next 
decade, but is certain that by 
1980 oil will be pumped from the 
continental shelves, minerals will 
be mined from the seabottom 
and fish farming will flourish on 
a commercial scale. 
Lindbergh said precautions 
must be taken to insure that any 
exploitation of ocean resources 
does a minimum of harm to the 
world’s water and air. 
“ As 
a 
professional 
I 
am 
concerned with developm ent,” 
he said, “ but as an individual I’m 
concerned that my children will 
have a world to live in th a t’s 
liveable.”

along Interstate highways. 
It authorized Tra- Vel. Inc., 
of 
Fort 
Collins, 
Colo. 
to 
undertake a feasibility study of 
the plan in the next two months 
at no cost to the state. 
Bill B. Wyatt, chairman of 
Tra-Vel, said the $150,000 centers 
would 
be built 
at his firm’s 
expense. Then the cost would be 
borne 40 per cent by Tra-Vel and 
60 per cent from commercial 
a d v e r t i s i n g 
by 
mo t e l s , 
restaurants, banks and so on. 
He said such a program has 
been approved by the bureau of 
public 
roads 
in other states, 
including Oklahoma, Colorado, 
Ut ah, 
Texas, 
Nevada 
and 
Montana. 
The centers would be built in 
the rest areas already owned by 
the state so no money would be 
spent for land acquisition. The 
S t a t e 
Highway 
Commission 
already 
has 
approved 
the 
concept. 
Centers would supply travel 
information 
through 
exhibits, 
distribute tourism commission 
brochures and keep an attendant 


on duty to answer questions and 
help tourists with reservations 
and routes. Tourists would pay 
nothing for the service and no 
retail goods would be sold. 
Peter 
Herschend 
of Silver 
Dollar 
Ci t y, 
c o mm i s s i o n 
chairman, said the program is 
one of the top priority projects 
of the commission. 
Postal Reform

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
administration has drafted a new 
postal - reform plan that would 
establish a federal authority tc 
operate the postal service which 
would have many of the powen 
of 
a 
corporation 
while 
stil 
subject to government control. 
Unveiled 
Thursday 
in the 
House Post Office Committee, 
the plan also calls for leaving 
employes under civil service but 
giving the Post Office authority 
to issue bonds and to fix postal 
rates. Congress would have veto 
power over rate hikes, under the 
plan. 
T h e 
a d m i n i s t r a t i o n 
is 
proposing a pay - raise package 
as part of its plan, but no details 
have been released.
